ITALIAN WOMAN 
GROWS RAW SILK 
IN COLLINSVILLE 


Procures Eggs of Worm by Mail 
From Native Land—May 
Market Product Abroad. 


f 

A novel business has been start- 
ed in Collinsville, Ill., by an Italian 
woman who, following one of the 
principal industries of her native 
industry, is raising silk worms. She 
is Mrs. Louise Forneris. 

Mrs. Forneris’ start is small and 
she will sell no silk this year, but 
will concentrate her efforts on 
hatching butterflies from which to 
obtain eggs for the beginning of 
a crop next season. 

To begin her rare business, Mrs. 
Forneris purchased a number of 
silk worm eggs which were shipped 
to her by mail from Northern 
Italy. She germinated these and 
hatched 24 silk worms which she 
fed fom 40 days on mulberry leaves. 
The worms were fed four or five 
times a day. At the end of 40 days 
the: worms were placed on cluster 
of small branches and twigs. tied 
at the bottom like a bouquet. There 
they spun their cocoons. 

The process of raising the worms 
fof silk calls for plucking the co- 
coons before the worms hatch into 
butterflies, for after the butterfly 
is hatched the strand of silken floss 
with which the worm weaves the 
cocoon is broken. At the end of the 
second week a butterfly is hatched 
from the cocoons. After laying a 
quantity of eggs the butterly dies. 

Mrs. Forneris believes she will be 
able to raise thousands of _ silk- 
worms next year. A farmer often 
gathers several thousand — dollars’ 
worth of silk during a season in 
Italy, where there is a big market 
for it, according to Mrs. Forneris. 
She is not certain whether there is 
a factory in the United 
which can handle the silk. She 
figures on shipping it to Italy, Ja- 
pan or China.

Speakeasy 


Business not especially gainful, says New York speakeasy owner; profits about same 
percentage as for restaurant; place pays for protection, but must expect occa- 
sional show-off raid and petty graft by police; how whisky is cut and colored 
for stock in trade; rye is best money-maker, but beer keeps customers coming. 


“A Proprietor” in the New Freeman. 


PEAKEASY proprietcrs in New York 
§ do not make a great deal of money. The 

profit is about the same as that made by 
any purveyor of food or drink. An egg costs 
a nickel, and any reasonably good restau- 
rant will charge 20 cents for it—about four 
fcr one. A glass of whisky on the bar 
costs about 12 cents and the proprietor of 
the speak gets 50 cents for it, again four 
for one. ' 

It works out this way: The proprietor 
buys the best whisky that he can—Old 
Overholt is about the best whisky that a 
speak proprietor can use, because it has a 
splendid flavor which still remains fairly 
gocd after a great deal of dilution. The es- 
tablished price for a case of 24 pints destined 
for medicinal use is about $50. This price 
is established by the distillery and in agree- 
ment with the pfohibition enforcement or- 
ganization. The agent of the distillery selis 


gross profit of $100, which he uses to meet 
whatever expenses are necessary in crgani- 
zation of clerical records and such like, evi- 
dencing that the whisky has gone to a drug- 
gist for medicinal purposes. 
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The speak proprietor buys four gallons of 
alcohol at about $10 a gallon. He has then 
paid $190 for three gallons of whisky and 
four gallcns of alcohol. Out of this seven 
gallons he produces 14 gallons of 90-proof | 
cut whisky nicely colored with caramel. In | 
each gallon there are 128 ounces, and he 
calculates an ounce’ to a drink, Actually 
he never realizes 128 drinks to the gallon. 
He is lucky if his cash register shows 100, to 
the gallon. This, at 50° cents a drink, will 
give him a return of $50 a gallon. On the 
i4 galicns, $700 is a little less than the four. 
to-one ratio which the lunch counter man 
realizes on fried eggs. 

The returns on beer are considerably less. 
He has to have beer, however. because it 
keeps people ‘coming to the speak. Drinkers 
will not sit around drinking whisky alone. 
It is the beer-drinkers who get mellow and 
chat along in an aimless fashion so that cus- 
tomers get that comfortable homey feeling | 
that makes the speak so delightful to its | 
habitues. Beer also takes-a good deal of 
free lunch, which cuts into the profit. Rye 
is the mainspring of the speakeasy busi- 
ness, 

On the basis of the profits shown, it can 
be seen that the speakeasy proprietor makes 
about 662-3 per cent gross profit on all 
merchandise sold. With fixed overhead 
costs of approximately $1400, including rent, 
bartender, doorkeeper, porter, free lunch 
and protection, he would have to do a busi- 
ness cf $2100 a month, or about $75 a day, 
to break even. Unless he does about $100 
a day, there is very little profit for any- 
body. ' 

it requires about $1500 to set up the 
plumbing, icebox, radio (fcr entertainment), 
bar and back bar with mirror, for the most 
modest speakeasy. The stock required can 
be bought for about $300. This, with a 
capital of $2900, would leave $200 to meet 
the first week's payroll. If the speak is in 
a good location, if proper arrangements 
have been made for its prctection, and if 

is reasonable activity on the part of 
the proprictor in telling people about its ex- 


hg 
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istence, it will get along all right. Every 
speakeasy proprietor hopes that he has a 
future fashionable night club. Very few 
speaks turn out that way. 

As to the permanency of a speakeasy, it 
is abcut as stable as most purveying busi- 
nesses. Once a crowd gets coming to a 
given place, it establishes a good will that is 
reasonably lasting. If proper arrangements 
are made with the proper law-enforcement 
groups—and this should be effected before 
the place actually opens—there will be small 
danger of any serious raid. 

About every six months or so some cf the 
agencies have to make a show-off. That is, 
they come’ in and arrest one bartender, who 
is immediately bailed out and then pleads 
guilty to possession of liquor, an offense 
carrying a fine of $100 to $200. After such 
a raid, very little is paid fcr protectiqn for 
a month or so. Ordinarily raids are never 
made until after the fixtures are paid for. 

There are many erroneous ideas abroad as 
to the profits that the police make out of 
speakeasies. Actually the uniformed cop 
gets very little from them. He is never 
paid any money by the proprietor, unless he 
is acting as the agent of others of impor- 
tance, or is working a little game of. his 
own. It is pretty Eenerally accepted that 
the cop on the beat can drop into a speak 
two or three times daily while on duty and 
‘have at least one or at the most two or three 
drinks, but he has to come im and gO out 
very quickly to avoid being seen there. 

The policeman does get ove little chance 
at real money when beer is delivered in.the 
early mornings. The beer wagon drives 
slowly around the block until the driver sees 
where the cop is. If he is anywhere near. 
the beer truck pulls up to the curb and the 
driver indicates with a wave of the hand. tc 
the cop which way it would be best for him 
to pursue his beat. With the wave of the 
hand, the cop receives $5. If he has three 
or four speaks on his beat and they get beer 
twice a week, this adds $30 or $40 to his 
pay. 
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There is one way in which the humble 
cop can make extra money if he doesn’t use 
it too offen. It is through the ancnymous 
complaint. For some curious reason, most 
of these complaints are anonymous. Thus 
we are frequently confronted with this situ- 
ation: A cop on the beat comes in and 
pulls out of his pocket an ill-written post- 
card. This will have come through the 
mail to his precinct headquarters. Written 
on it in rounded writing that is thought 
to look like a woman's will be something 
like this: “Dear Sirs: My husband is spend- 
ing all his money at a joint at 498 Blumen- 
stein avenue. This place ought to be closed

if the cop is skillful at changing his hand- 
writing, he can sell four or five of these 
cards to a given speak at $5 or $10 apiece 
before the racket is played out. It is all 
done in good make-believa. 

At the present moment, the speakeasy 
business is nota very good one. The current 
gepression seems to have borne very hard 
on the middle of the middle class, which 
furnishes the patrons for speaks. Very few 
places have cicsed, but seme of them are 
having a tough time holding on.

NAGEL SUCCEEDS BIXBY 
AT WASHINGTON: U 


He Is First. Alumnus *to Be 
Chosen President of the 
University Corporation. 


After 38 years as a member of 
the corporation, or board of trus- 
tess, of Washington University, 
Charles Nagel was elected presi- 
dent yesterday. He is 80 years 
old, but vigorous and active. He 
is the first graduate of the univer- 
sity to head the corporation. 

Nagel, who was Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor under Presi- 
dent Taft, succeeds William K. 
Bixby as president of the board, 
which handles the -business affairs 
of the university, with a chancel- 
lor as the educational head. Bixby, 
who succeeded President Emeritus 
Robert 8S. Brookings two years ago, 
resigned. He has been in poor 
health. Nagel had been first vice 
president and acting president 
Since 1928. Bixby was made hon- 
orary president. 


Robert McKittrick Jones, who 
Succeeded Nagel as second vice 
president in 1928, was made first 


vice president. 
’ Washington University has a cor- 
rect academic freedom, Nagel said. 
He added that scholastic freedoia 
for faculty and pupils must be dis- 
tinguished from license, and that 
neither license nor too rigorous dis- 
cipline was desirable. He pointed 
out that some of the schools in the 
university were among the “pre- 
eminent specialized departments in 
the country” and that the medical 
school ranked with those of Har- 
vard and Johns Hopkins ag one of 
the best three in the nation. 

Born in Texas, Nagel came here 
with his father in 1864, entertain- 
ing Union sentiments which were 
unwelcome in the Confederacy. He 
Was graduated in 1868 from Cen- 
tral High School and in 1872 from 
the St. Louis Law School. forerun- 
ner of the university's law depart- 
ment. Then he studied for a year 
at the University of Berlin before 
entering practice here. Since 1905 
he has been senior member of the 
law firm of Nagel & Kirby. 

From 1885 until he joined the 
Cabinet in 1909 he was a lecturer 
at the law school, being an author- 
ity on constitutional law. He was 
a State Representative for one 
term, 1881-83, and president of the 
old City Council, 1893-97. From 
1908 to 1912 he was a member of 
the Republican National Com mit- 
tee.

Commitiee to Start at ‘Cape 


Girardeau, Mo., and Study 
Flood Control Work. 


By the Assuciated Press, 
WASHINGTON, June 14.—The 


House flood control committee de- 
cided last. night to inspect virtually 
all the Mississippi Valley involved 
in the Jadwin control plan soon 
after adjournment of Congress. 


At a hearing on measures to 
amend the Jadwin plan, Chairman 
Reid announced that the invita- 
tion of Gov. Long of Louisiana to 
inspect flood control projects in 
that State had been accepted, and 
the committee planned to hold 
hearings probably at Memphis, 
Vicksburg and New Orleans. 

Tentative plans would call for 
beginning the inspection at Cape 
Girardeau, Mo., continuing down 
the Mississippi to the head-of the 
passes, inspecting the Red River 
valley and the Beouf and Atchafa- 
lava basins. Major-General Lytle 
Brown, chief of army enginers, 
may accompany the committee. 

Brigadier-General Thomas H. 
Jackson, president of the Missis- 
sippi River Commission, recom- 
levee con- 
struction and reducing the use of 
revetments. He denied that en- 
gineers in charge of the flood con- 
trol project were “skimping’ on 
the construction of revetments, 
and said that in the past three 
years $23,000,000 had been spent 
or allotted for this purpose while 
only $43,000,000 had been spent 
or allotted for levees. 

This indicates, he continued, that 
the levee building program is be- 
hind schedult. Because of the 
present excessive cost of revet- 
ments, he said it was considered 
this construction should be Hmited 
to sections thickly populated or 
where property values are high,

Carelessness, 
eagerness, ineptness or inexperience 
cannot condone the offense. A 
man of. Sharkey’s boxing merit 
should never commit a foul and 
that he did so makes the case 
against him stronger. That is the 
consensus of conservative opinion 
consulted by this writer. 

As to the factor that “Sharkey 
would have won,” let us not take 
that too seriously. Max was taking 
a hiding, it is true, but he was tak- 
ing it like a man. He had not been 
driven to the floor and did not 
cease to attack. Sharkey had 
Dempsey practically out at the end 
of the first round, and it appeared 
that Dempsey could not possibly 
win. But the world knows he did. 
What Schmeling might have done 
to Sharkey or vice versa is a guess 
that anyone can make and no one 

ove. 
» Tike everyone who saw the bat- 
tle, however, we must admit that 
Max has plenty to learn before he 
will be a fit representative of the 
chanepionship. His boxing skill 
was negligible and his punch had 
been left at home or rendered in- 
effective by Sharkey’s cleverness. 

However, Max will flaunt his 
title privately, if not with the sup- 
port of the commission. He ought 
to spend the next year in fighting 
his way into form. He is a cool, 
methodical young man and, like 
Tunney, could develop himself 
greatly with appiication. 

Some Competition Here. 


Before the battle began there 
was a parade of heavyweights that 
may interest Max, for he probably 
will be asked to fight some of 
them.

Actually he gave Schmeling every- 
thing he had, while he was still 
fresh; but nothing dropped. He 
may lack the power to back up 
his skill efficiently. 

Some Unkind Comment. 

Also there is a question that this 
repetition of bad breaks may not 
entirel}Y break down the morale 
that has seemed to suffer in the 


past. 

Sharkey's fights against Risko, 
Heeney, Dempsey, Young Strib- 
ling, Scott and now Schmeling all 
gave the public cause for cOmment, 
most of it unkind. The recurrence 
of untoward happenings is too™ 
frequent to be mere chance. 

The only break Sharkey got in 
the fight with the German was a 
financial one and a commission 
rule had to be waived to give him 
that one.

But, here's the break—it de- 
velops that on representation of 
Sharkey’s managers, the commis- 
sion waived the rule! 

New York commission rules, to 
judge by recent history, seem to 
have been made to be broken. And 
they certainly need treatment for 
compound ,fracture.

CAT INTERRUPTS 
DOG RACING AT 
MADISON TRACK 
FOR HALF HOUR 


There may be some question 
about the power of the grand jury 
to stop dog racing on the East 
Side, but this much was proved 
last night—the races can be 
stopped. At least, that is, tempo- 
rarily. 
For half an hour last night, at 
the Madison track, the mechanical 
rabbit was still, when he should 
have been leading the chase around 
the circular track. Four thousand 
personsgstood mystified, between 
the running of the second and 
third races; wondering: what. was 
holding up the evening’s entertain- 
ment, while the hounds, detained 
in the paddock, yelped their eager- 
ness to run. 
Uniformed attendants, watchmen 
and other track employes ran 
across the infield, concentrating 
first here and then there, at the 
rail, and then, suddenly, they 
turned in a body and raced—not 
after the bunny, but after a small | 
black and white cat which darted 
out of the motor housing and cut 
across the infield. : 
The Cat's Out of the Bag. 
Tabby, it was, that had heid up 
the show. She had found her way 
into the grounds in spite of the 
vigilance of watchmen, and just to 
avoid detection had darted under 
the wooden housing -which hides 
and protects from the weather the 
electric motor which..carries the 
mechanical rabbit. Now,-it hap- 
pens that no matter what else 
happens at a dog race track, it is 
strictly forbidden that’ a cat shall 
get into this tunnel. . Let the Sher- 
iff and his men go . where they 
will, there must be no cat in the 
housing. The reason for this fear 
of cats is that should the motor 
strike an obstruction, even so small 
as the body of a cat, it probably 
would be derailed, and that would 
end the show for at least one eve- 
ning. Further, should the cat dart 
out into the track from under the 
housing during the running of a 
race, the dogs probably would give 
up their pursuit of the dummy rab- 
bit and take after the live anima!
